Council Requests Reconsideration 


Student Council Monday re- 
quested the Board of Justice to 
reconsider their recent ruling on 
the meaning of “overall grade 
point average.” 

The board originally decided 
that the phrase meant “overall 
om work undertaken at Sacra- 
mento State College.” 

Bob Talmon recommended that 
the board reconsider its ruling 
after consultation with the cabin- 
et of coordinators. Talmon quot- 





ed Betty Morr, coordinator of 
elections, “College records are 
kept as cumulative reports of all 
collegiate work, finding the in- 
formation necessary to determine 
overall grades at SSC, would 
require professional assistance 
which we don’t have at this 
time.” 

Dr. Earl C. Segrest, faculty 
representative, stated that the 
constitution revision committee,

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Spring Means Changes 

Spring, on college and university campuses throughout 
the country, seems to mean changes for Associated Students 
organizations. Like Sacramento State College, many groups 
are rewriting and amending constitutions at this time. 

Humboldt State College, in recent voting, clarified and 
simplified sections of its Associated Student Body consti- 
tution. Associated Students of the University of California 
at Berkeley this week voted on four proposed constitutional 
ammendments. 

Several of the amendments considered this week by 
the ASUC are pertinent to SSC today and in the years to 
come, as the college grows. 

A yes vote was urged by the Daily Californian, the UC 
campus publication, on an ammendment limiting closed 
(executive) sessions of all ASUC organizations except stu- 
dent judicial committee, which is somewhat equivalent to 
SSC’s board of justice. ‘ 

According to the ammendment, only appointments and 
salaries may be discussed in secret and the entire agenda 
must be approved before moving into closed session. 

Dissatisfaction has been heard on the SSC campus in 
recent months over closed sessions of the ASSSC Student 
Council and The Hornet has urged some limitations on 
executive sessions. 

The Daily California says “Approval of this ammend- 
fnent should go a long way toward eliminating student dis- 
trust of Ex com's (executive committee, equivalent to 
SSC’s Student Council) “wine-cellar sessions.” 

A serious study of the ASUC change could give ASSSC 
lawmakers an insight into the problem and start them on 
the way to a solution. 

A problem that has not yet come up on the SSC campus 
fs that of factiona] representation and a split between 
Greeks( sorority and fraternity members) and independ- 
ents. The proposed ASUC change, which would give these 
factional groups representation as such rather than having 
representatives at large, as at present, was opposed by the 
Daily Californian as being a step toward dividing the 
campus. 

Student Judicial Committe proposed revisions provid- 
ed for some sort of appelate procedure, up to now not pro- 
vided for in the ASUC constitution. There is no method 
of appeal from an ASSSC board of justice ruling other than 
asking for reconsideration.

Born in Tokyo, he has learned 
the English language. 

“] learned Enghsh mostly at 
the University of Chiba where I 
studied to be an English teach- 
er,” Saitoh stated. Chiba is lo- 
cated 36 miles southeast of 
Tokyo. 

After receiving his English and 
Japanese teaching license, Saitoh 
taught one year of English at 
Ichinomyas (business) hign 
school. In 1955 he served as @ 
Jepanese-English interpreter for 
the U. S. Navy in Yokosuka, a 
few miles below Yokohama along 
Tokyo Wan bay. 

“In Yokosuka 1 met my friend, 
an enlisted naval person, whose 
mother offered to sponsor my 
trip to America,” said Saitoh. “T 
accepted D. Haratani’s mother’s 
offer and boarded the American 
President Line's ship, the Presi- 
dent Wilson. I arrived August 
20, and am now living with an 
American family.” 

Saitoh recalled that at Chosei 
high school he and other students 
rebelled against the creeper hair 
cut (head shaved bald). Students 
staged a demonstration against 
this action in order to get free- 
dom. 

Although his specia) hobby is 
taking snap-shots of subjects that 
interest him, Saitoh stated that 
he is willing to teach Japanese 
to interested students. He siso 
Jearned judo at Chosei. 

In 1950 Saitoh helped organize 
and was first president of a 
Spoken English society. In 1953 
he won an intercollegiate English 
debating contest sponsored by 
the International, Cultural and 
Educational Association. He par- 
ticipated in the Student World 
Affairs Conference last week in 
Berkeley 

“I can't form any comment on 
this country yet,” he said, “he- 
cause I've been here only seven 
months and I've never been out 
of the state of California. 

“The only thing I can say is 
that there is some difference be- 
tween the thirgs in America that 
1 learned in Japan and'the things 
I am booking at now.” 

Saitoh plans to start work to- 
wards a master of arts degree in 
September.

SEERET SESSIONS 


Editor of The Hornet: 

Friday, April 1, at 4.p.m., T ob- 
served a situation on campus 
that first I found inconceivable, 
and iater completely shocked 
me. The Student Council, our 
council, closed the meeting 10 
fellow students and had, of ail 
things, a SECRET SESSION, a 
meeting in which only a chosen 
few are allowed to attend and 
bans you and I as good student 
body card holders. 

Later, I received even a great- 
er shock; this semester, so far, 
there have been half a dozen 
such despicable secret sessions. 
If the counci] only meets a cou- 
ple of times a month, just how 
many sessions are open to the 
student bedy? Not many, when 
you figure the nuniber of months 
im @ semester. 

1 asked several council mem- 
bers why they would resort to 
this unprecedented practice? All 
¥ veceived was “Well, we don't 
want to hurt amyone’s feelings.” 

First: No issue i so cantro- 
versial or personal that students 
should be banned, or in one un- 
believable case, a news reporter 
should be toki to stop writing. 

Second: If a meeting in con- 
d@ucted on a business-like bass, 
if all personalities ave left out, 
no one will feel bad. 

By way of comparison: at the 
state capitol building, visitors are 
urged to attend and welcomed at 
the various legislative sessions. 

Legally the chairman does have 
the right to exclude us and cal 
for an executive session, but nor- 
mally is this 80? Just as you and 
I can do a great many things 
legaliy, just the same this does 
not make them moral. . 

In a democratic meeting that 
adheres to democratic proced- 
ures, many controversial end 
pecsonal matters are handled 
very effectively. For example: 
an awards meeting to decide who 
should receive what awards, the 
chairman can have hallots cir- 
culated in which the council 
members place their choice with- 
out revealing their identity. Also, 
the council can vote democratic- 
ally not to reveal the results of 
these ballots until the day of the 
awards assembly. 

Another way is for the council 
to appoint a committee which 
represents a cross section of the 
campus to accept and investigate 
the qualities of the candidates 
for these various awards. The 
committee would then make the 
results known at the awards ase 
sembly. 

Last semester the practice of 
secret sessions Was occasional, 
this semester the number of se- 
cret sessions is flagrant. If, like 
all precedents, this becomes 
fixed, what will our presert and 
future students have to look for- 
ward to when they want to take 
an active part in student governs 
ment. 

Here's hoping our new council 
will put an end to SECRET 
SESSIONS.

CRITICIZES EDITORIAL

My conscience will no longer 
allow me to remain silent in my 
opinion of the recent editorial of 
April 20, 1956, called Political 
Football. I must therefore cham- 
pion the intentions of the four 
board of justice members who 
made the recent decision con- 
cerning section 2a, 4a, 5a and 
6a of the Associated Students 
constitution. 

It appears to me that the con- 
fused party in the issue is the 
author of this recent editorial 
rather than the members of the 
board of justice. May I there- 
fore point out a few instances? 

The editorial states im one 
paragraph that the board of jus- 
tice was established to mterpret

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the constitution, while in = an- 
other paragraph, directly follow- 
ing, the editorial reads that the 
purpose of the board of justice 
must be only to interpret as to 
constitutionality. May I then ask 
this question? 

Does the author of the edi- 
torial mean to say that the pur- 
pose of the board of justice is 
to interpret the constitutionality 
of the constitution” 

The editorial reads further 
that the power of interpretation 
does net give the board license 
to change the intent of the con- 
stitution. Is the author of the 
editorial then implying that the 
intent of the constitution was 
already known? If so, then why 
was it necessary to bring this 
question of election eligibility be- 
fore the board of justice to be- 
gin with? It is evident that the 
intent of the constitution was 
not known; therefore, how could 
the board of justice change the 
intention of the constitution if 
no one kriew in the first place 
what it was? 

The editorial states further 
that the only question facing the 
board was the meaning of the 
word overall! Definitely not so 
~—the crux of the entire issue 
was the need for a liberal in- 
terpretation of the constitution 
Had it not been for the 1 >ral 
interpretation of the «ted 
States constitution by Chief Jjus- 
tice Marshall, our laws and gov- 
ernment would never have fit 
the needs of our society that has 
grown with complexity from 
year to year 

So it is with the constitution 
at Sacramento State College. A 
liberal decision was needed and 
was given: one that affected not 
only the recent election but prob- 
ably many more to come. The 
decision made by the board of 
justice was one of tremendous 
foresight, integrity and justice 
for all students at Sacramento 
State College and those to come 
in the future. 

To the four board of justice 
members who made the recent 
decision, my congratulations for 
a very capable and intelligent 
piece of judicial work.

Un- 
til five or six years ago, this 
ancient method of art was ne- 
glected and it's recent revival 
by such artists as Oglesby has 
created much public interest. 

Oglesby stated the ancients 
used charcoal burners to heat 
beeswax which was the basic 
component of their encaustic 
art. He explained that beeswax 
was initially used by the Gre- 
cians since honey was widely 
used at that time for the sweet- 
ening of foods 

Oglesby explained that he pre- 
pared his materials by using hot 
plates and heat lamps.
